"Answer: It is not. And it 
is 
gravely unfair to the people

'.ipitrary 'prcmiun}' is collected, in 
the form of a payroll deduction, | 
benefits are neither specific nor 
guaranteed. In the exact lan- 
guage of the sponsors, certain ser- 
vices are promised 'when 
funds 
are available,' 'insofar as possible,' 
and 'when facilities permit'! 
"Sound insurance is based 
on 
sound actuarial standards — and 
on contracts clearly setting forth 
both benefits and costs. Millions of 
Americans have such 
guarantees 
Voluntary

Cleveland, Nov. 5 —- (/P) — The 
CIO's executive board called 
in 


left-wing nominees for posts on the 
board today to face charges they 
are ineligible under the amended 
CIO constitution, because of pro 
communist leanings. 


Nine union chiefs are under firo. 
Their nominations for the board 
were referred to the board at the 
closing session of the convention 
yesterday, to determine whether 
they could pass the new eligibility 
clause of the 
constitution. . The 
clause bars from the board mem- 
bers of the Communist party 01 
any who were influenced by the 
communist program. 


Eight of the nine appeared be- 


fore the board to defend 
them- 
selves. Absent at the start of the 
meeting was Joseph Selly, presi- 
dent of the tiny 
American Com- 
munications association. 


The convention definitely turned 
down only one nominee 
for 
the 
board, 
which normally 
has 51 
members. CIO President P h ilip 
Murray ruled on the spot that Ben 
Gold, head of the fur and leather 
workers, and 
a member 
of the 
Communist party, could not serve. 


The convention, before adjourn- 
ing last night, had tossed out two 
unions under leftist leadership— 
the United Electrical Workers and 
the Farm Equipment Workers.

In the Keller 
episode Alinsky 
writes that John L. Lewis threat- 
ened to slug Keller in the face 
and that Keller acted the coward. 
This episode follows right after the 
dramatic, but not necessarily true, 
version of the scene in which Gov- 
ernor Frank Murphy, of Michigan, 
later a justice 
of the 
Supreme 
court, now dead, abdicated his pow- 
ers, betrayed his trust and bowed 
to the criminal CIO insurrection at 
the Chevrolet plant of General Mo- 
tors in Flint, Mich. 


Considering the fact that Lewis 
never breathed them while Mur- 
phy lived, knowing something of 
the vanity and selfishness of Lewis 
and in view of Keller's accusation 
against Alinsky, we should not ac- 
cept the details of this scene of 
abject cowardice. However, we do 
know that Murphy did flinch and 
abandon the 
400,000 workers of 


General Motors to the nazi-fascist 
Marxian adventurers who invaded 
Michigan from the 
outside. We 
know that, thereby. Murphy found- 
ed the lawless monopoly which now 
has the nation by the throat with 
strikes in coal and steel. 
Having disposed of General Mo- 
tors, Alinsky tells us 
that 
the 
C.I.O. 
moved 
against 
Chrysler 
with a sitdown strike. He fairly 
depicts the late Walter P. Chrys- 
ler as a warm-hearted and hu- 
mane man beloved of the workers 
but describes Keller as Chrysler's 
"hardboiled, anti-union production 
boss." These be prejudicial words 
without elaboration, but the boast 
that Alinsky has been 
called 
a 


"Red" 
deprives 
them 
of force. 
Keller is no more "hard-boiled" 
than Lewis or some of the notor- 
ious communists 
who 
swagger 


through the pages of this history 
of a terrible turn of American his- 
tory from freedom to serfdom. And 
if he was "anti-union," then he was 
wiser and moe prescient that I 
was. That would be an honor in 
his epitaph. 


We find the poltroon Murphy sit- 


ting "wearily" at the hed of the 
conference table in Detroit. The 
man beside Lewis was Lee Press- 
man. For some reason the great 
reporter with Ills peculiar regard 
for truth does not inform us that 
Pressman, for ten years counsel to 
the C.I.O. and the steelworkers, 
finally dodged the question under 
oath whether he was a member of 
the Communist party. 


Keller and Nicholas Kelley, gen- 
eral counsel for Chrysler, 
faced 
Lewis and Pressman. 
"Keller sat sneering across the 
table," Alinsky says, "disdainful- 
ly looking beyond Lewis and his 
cohorts with cold arrogance. His 
insulting stares infuriated C. I. O. 
leaders. Finally Lewis decided to 
break down Keller." 


The next day, "everyone 
was 
acutely unfomfortable and consci- 
ous of the 
frozen aloofness 
of 
Keller. His grimaces were begin- 
ning to tell on the nerves of Press- 
man and Frankenslcen 
as 
they 


kept stealing glances at their im- 
passive chief. The hours went by 
with Lewis sitting in complete si- 
lence. To Lewis and his associates, 
Keller's face began to symbolize 
the attitudes and position 
of 
a 


giant corporation toward its em- 
ployees. Suddenly, Keller broke his 
silence. Turning to Lewis with a 
sneer in his voice he said, 'Mr. 
Lewis, you haven't said a 
word 
about this situation. Do you hap- 
pen to have any comment or con- 
tribution?' 


•Lewis slowly rose to his feet
